Costs and Roads 
ROF. T. R. AGG of Iowa State College, has recently 
conducted an exhaustive research into the expenses of 
operating motor vehicles on various types of roads. The 
report on this investigation is the best argument for build- 
ing the best class of roads, of which we know. 

In the investigation all factors of operating expense 
were considered, fuel, oil, tires, depreciation, repairs, ete. 
Data were collected covering the operation of small, medium 
and heavy cars over good pavement, intermediate type roads 
and poor roads. When a vast mass of accurate statistics had 
been secured, they were analyzed and the results make the 
basis of the bulletin. 

Space lacks to go into all the various classes of cars, 
Prof. Agg’s investigation showed that with a light 
cylinder car the expense of operation over a first class paved 
road was 6.25 cents per mile. 
intermediate type of highway cost 7.38 cents per mile, while 


but 


the cost for operation on low grade roads was 8.62 cents | 


per mile. 

In other words the operator of a light six-cylinder car 
saves 2.37 cents per mile on first class road surface over the 
expenses he would be compelled to pay on poor roads. And 
he saves 1.13 cents per mile on the first class surface over 
the intermediate type. 

If we apply these figures to our national registration 
of 24,000,000 motor vehicles, giving each credit for only 
5,000 miles of running per year (though this figure is ri- 
diculously low), the saving through first-class road surface 
is tremendous. It is time that we made every one realize 
that good roads are not a matter of pleasure or conveni- 
ence, but of stern economic necessity.

The number of 
their outlets is due to be doubled 
and even tripled within the next 
year. Big cities and little towns 
have been picked for retail stores. 
Thousands of local merchants and 
jobbers are concerned. What is 
going to happen? 

A final analysis cannot be made. 
naturally, but a few observations 
seem to be in order 

These local outlet stores of the 
mail order houses bring customers 
into town from the outlying com- 
munity. These customers don't do 
all their shopping in one store; they 
spread around town, and it has been 
observed before that small stores lo- 
cated next to, or handy to, mail or- 
der branches are doing more busi- 
ness now than they ever did before 

Shopping instincts will dominate 
any buyer 

These mail order stores can't carry 
in limited space the complete stocks 
shown in mail order catalogues 
Many thousands of customers have 
gone to these stores expecting to 
find there the goods they have 
picked from the catalogue and have 





been disappointed. In mary cases 
these disappointed customers can’t 
be sold because of the poorly select- 
ed stock that is in the store. And @ 
great many other investigators can’t 
be so'd because the actual goods do 
not live up to the expectations of 
the prospective customer.
